Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  for  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Newark.  The 
population  is  estimated  at  8049,  the  acreage  at  36619,  and 
during  the  year  there  have  been  109  deaths  and  203  births. 
Of  these  births  1  10  were  males,  93  females,  and  12  were 
illegitimate.  Of  the  illegitimate,  9  were  born  in  the  West 
Newark  Sub-registration  District,  which  contains  the 
Parishes  of  Farndon  and  Hawton,  2  in  the  Balderton 
District,  and  1  in  the  Collingham  District.  If  my  duties 
allowed  me  to  make  research  into  morals,  it  would  be  of 
great  interest  to  investigate  this  epidemic  of  illegitimacy 
in  the  West  Newark  District.  The  birth  rate  was  25'3 
per  1000,  against  24*8  for  last  year.  The  death  rate  was 
137  against  13  4  for  last  year. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  were  1 19.2, 
against  1947  for  last  year.  Four  of  these  deaths  were 
from  premature  birth  and  one  from  congenital  defects. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  see  that  the  death  rate  in  children 
under  one  )  ear  is  steadily  decreasing. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  compared  to 
births  were  64,  against  105  lor  last  year. 
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The  deaths  of  children  between  one  and  five  years 
were  73*3,  against  833  for  last  year. 

The  deaths  of  persons  of  65  and  upwards  amounted 
to  495 '4  of  the  total  deaths,  against  416*6  per  1000  for 
last  year,  and  among  them  1  notice  that  2  were  over 
90,  13  over  80,  and  24  over  70  years. 

Cancer  caused  eleven  deaths,  but  as  the  average  age 
of  the  persons  who  died  was  67*6,  1  do  not  think  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view  we  need  be  alarmed. 

Phthisis  and  other  tubercular  diseases  also  caused 
eleven  deaths,  and  great  efforts  should  be  made  to  cut 
down  this  mortality  if  possible.  A  step  in  the  right 
direction  has  been  taken  in  that  now  Poor  Law  Officers 
have  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but 
Phthisis  ought  to  be  made  generally  notifiable,  and  at  the 
same  time  cases  that  could  not  be  properly  isolated  at 
home  should  be  removed  to  Institutions  where  every 
precaution  could  be  taken.  Ever  since  1  have  been  your 
Officer  1  have  made  a  practice  whenever  possible  of 
stoving  the  house  after  a  death,  but  this  is  very  little  use 
if  precautions  have  not  been  taken  during  the  life  time  of 
the  patient. 

The  Zymotic  Diseases  which  caused  death  were 
Puerperal  Fever  1,  Scarlatina  1,  Typhoid  Fever  1,  a 
mortality  of  *3,  against  'i  for  last  year. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Nine  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notihed,  against  1  7  for 
last  year,  but  there  was  nothing  of  interest  in  them. 
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Slight  single  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified  during

the  year  from  Winthorpe,  South  Clifton,  South  Scarle, 
Farndon,  and  Balderton.  At  Balderton  there  was  a 
death,  and  in  October  a  child  was  found  attending  School 
whilst  peeling.  The  School  was  stoved  and  every  sus¬ 
picious  case  visited,  and  to  my  great  surprise  there  was 
no  epidemic.  There  has  been  a  very  startling  article  in 
the  British  Medical  journal  this  year  on  die  treatment  of 
Scarlatina  without  Isolation,  by  Dr.  Milne,  Medical 
Officer  to  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes.  He  advises  from  the 
first  painting  the  throat  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid, 
and  also  anointing  the  patients  all  over  with  a  mixture 
of  eucalyptus  and  olive  oil.  Adopting  these  precautions, 
he  allows  the  patients  to  mix  with  the  healthy  children, 
and  he  says  no  fresh  cases  occur.  As  we  have  no  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital,  though  I  do  not  agree  with  his  conclusions, 
still  I  am  instructing  the  parents  to  anoint  the  patients 
with  eucalyptus  and  olive  oil  all  over  from  the  first  instead 
of,  as  was  the  usual  practice,  waiting  until  they  show 
signs  of  peeling. 

Single  isolated  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported 
from  South  Collingham,  Farndon,  New  Balderton,  and 
Hawton.  In  most  cases  they  were  imported,  in  a  few 
there  were  drainage  defects,  which  have  been  remedied. 

1  must  again  remark  that  the  free  distribution  of  Antitoxin

to  poor  people  has  been  a  great  help  in  dealing  with  this 
dangerous  disease.

A  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  reported  from  Balder¬ 
ton  in  January  and  drainage  defects  were  remedied.  A 
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case  also  was  reported  from  Tolney  Lane  in  August. 
There  were  serious  drainage  defects,  which  have  been 
altered,  but  the  patient  I  believe  contracted  it  from  drink¬ 
ing  brent  water  at  Farndon  where  he  worked.  He  died 
in  Newark  Hospital. 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  from 
South  Collingham.  There  was  one  death,  and  in  each 
case  a  special  report  was  sent  to  the  County  Council. 

NON  =  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Mumps  were  epidemic  in  Coddington  in  July,  and 
the  Schools  had  to  be  closed.  I  was  informed  of  cases 
of  Measles  from  all  over  the  District,  but  no  Schools  had 
to  be  closed  this  year. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTION. 

The  negotiations  between  Newark  and  our  Rural 
District  have  fallen  through,  and  I  am  afraid  for  the 
present  there  is  no  chance  of  an  area  round  Newark  being 
made  for  an  Isolation  Hospital.  In  my  opinion  this  is 
much  to  be  regretted. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Your  Inspector  and  myself  have  inspected  all  the 
Registered  Milk  Sellers  in  the  District.  One  Cow-shed 
has  been  condemned  and  another  built  in  its  place.  In 
thirteen  others  improvements  in  drainage,  lighting,  venti¬ 
lation,  &c.,  have  been  carried  out. 
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In  July  we  sat  with  a  Committee  of  the  District 
Council  who  considered  alterations  in  the  Bye-laws, 
and  also  the  advisability  of  giving  Certificates  to  Milk 
Sellers.  With  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  the  Bye-laws  have  been  somewhat  relaxed,  but  the 
Council  rightly  I  think  decided  that  they  would  give  no 
Certificates  to  Milk  Sellers,  but  would  endeavour  to  bring 
the  state  of  all  the  Cow-sheds  up  to  a  higher  standard. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Colli ngham  has  this  year  adopted  a  new  scale  of 
charges,  which  has  received  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  so  that  where  well  water  is  causing 
disease  the  tap  water  may  be  laid  on.  In  the  villages 
where  the  Newark  water  is  obtainable  people  keep 
gradually  adopting  it,  and  in  14  cases  they  have  been 
ordered  to  do  so. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITARY  WORK. 

Certain  sewerage  works  have  been  carried  out  in 
the  Parish  of  Farndon,  so  that  the  principal  portion  of 
the  village  is  now  drained  on  modern  principles. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  BUTCHERS’  SHOPS. 

These  have  been  inspected  by  myself  and  your 
Inspector,  and  their  general  condition  has  been  found 
satisfactory. 
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FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  OUT-WORKERS  AND 

BAKEHOUSES. 

Accompanied  by  your  Inspector,  I  have  visited  all 
the  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  in  the  District.  Sanitary 
conditions  in  connection  with  a  Workshop  are  being 
remedied,  and  the  Bakehouses  and  other  Workshops  have 
been  found  satisfactory. 

Your  Inspector  has  collected  and  I  have  qualita¬ 
tively  analysed  12  samples  of  water,  of  which  8  were  bad, 
2  suspicious,  and  2  good. 

Appended  are  the  Rainfall  supplied  by  E.  Turton, 
of  North  Collingham,  the  Tables  provided  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of 
N  uisances.

I  have  inspected  all  Bakehouses,  Slaughterhouses, 
and  Registered  Workshops  in  the  District.  Their  general 
condition  is  satisfactory. 

I  have  also  inspected  ail  Cow-sheds.  One  Cow-shed 
has  been  condemned  and  a  new  one  built  in  its  place.  In 
thirteen  other  cases  improvements  in  drainage,  lighting, 
ventilation,  and  other  matters  have  been  carried  out  at  our 
instigation.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  in  many  of  these 
cases  the  Cow-keepers  consider  that  they  have  been 
repaid  by  the  improved  health  of  their  stock.
